PARIS, Feb. 23.—Gloria Swanson, 
the marquise de la Falaise, is in a crit- 
ical condition tonight, and a blood 
transfusion may. be ordered before 
morning. Her fobir doctors delivered a 
pessimistic opinion. 

The marquis, her young husband, 
refuses to leave the bedside of the 
Chicago movie star. 

The seriousness of the marquise’s 
condition was indicated by the fact 
that one of the physicians said cases 
of this kind generally recovered after 
the seventh day, but the marquise was 
decidedly worse as the result of blood 
poisoning, which set in the first day 
after the operation. 

Husband May Give Blood. 

“Naturally I am holding myself in 
readiness for the blood transfusion,” 
Marquis de la Falaise told a TRIBUNE 
correspondent today. “Gloria is very 
weak and her case is exceedingly se- 
rious due to blood poisoning. She has 
eaten nothing for a week and has not 
slept for several days. Her temperua- 
ture is very high, keeping above 103.” 

THE TRIBUNE correspondent was al 
lowed to catch a glimpse of Gloria in 
bed. She was very pale and wan. 

“Of course it will be impossible to 
sail for America, as Gloria will be unfit 
to travel for several months. I wired 
the Paramount company to that effect 
today,” said the marquis.

PARIS, Feb. 23.—Lieut. Osborne

If the $4,500,000 issue is passed, build- 
ings will be erected'on the Bridewell 
or House of Correction site at 26th 
street and California avenue. 
Hospital Additions on Ballot. 
The hospital proposal has been con- 
sidered mecessary by the Chicago 
bureau of public efficiency. The pro 
posed bond issue would be used to en- 
large and replace existing building s0 
as to meet the immediate needs at 
the County hospital and to provide 
reasonable space for future require 
ments. The present hospital is taxed 
beyond its limits, the bureau asserts. 
The need for a single building to 
house the headquarters of the police 
department and the Municipal courts 
has long been considered vital and will 
be answered if the $2,500,000 issue is 
approved. 
The proposed track eleyation bonds 
will insure the elevation of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railway in the 
Mayfair district, a public safety im- 
provement long desired, the bureau 
states. This bond issue will not cost 
the voters any money, because the rail- 
way company has contracted to pay 
back all money spent with interest. 


Dump and Incinerators. 


The issue proposed for the purchase 
of dump sites for refuse will enable the 
city to acquire at once such a piece of 
property. Part of this issue will be 
used for the building of two incinera- 
tor plants, which will insure a longer 
life for the site and result in saving 
their cost in the end, according to the 
efficiency bureau. 

The $1,000,000 issue for the extension 
of the lighting system will insure well 
lighted streets in the outlying districts.

30. The bill reads: “A closed season 
is established for all varieties of game 
fishing extending from the first day 
of March to the twenty-ninth of May, 
both dates inclusive except as other- 
wise provided in this chapter.”

Then the bill takes up the bass. The 
bass season would, according to the 
proposed amendments, open on June 


15, except in those lakes whose depth 
in any part is 100 feet or more.
